A dispatch from Lorenzo Marquez, 


Sunday, says the Boers around Mafe- 
king are gradually being reinforced 
and are now estimated at 3000. Col- 
onel Plumer has succeeded in com- 
municating with Mafeking with pi- 
geons. 


The Cape Town correspondents are 


slightly optimistic as regards to Mafe- 
king. Judging from direct dispatches 
the British forces smith of Mafekine 
are still nearly 200 miles from their 
objective, while the latest advicea from 
Mafeking itself, dated April 29, show 
little amelioration in conditions there. 
The dispatches say: "With the excep- 
tion of a little rifle fire in the out- 
lying trenches everything is quiet. The 
slight epidemic of typhoid is abating 
as a result of medical precautions. 
The enemy's artillery, with the ex- 
ception of two five-pounders* has ap- 
parently 
been withdrawn. It was 


learned April 24 that the enemy In- 
tended to attack and the entire garri- 
son stood itself to arms. When day 
broke Colonel Baden-Powell took up 
a position on the lookout and the heavy, 
rattle of musketry and the boom of 
four guns convinced us the attack was 


about to occur. But it became appar- 
ent the Boer officers cculd not persuade 
their men to advance. Through our 
glasses we saw the officers vainly urs- 
ing the infantry forward. 


"The enemy reformed and retired. 


Our men fired a shtut ui the hope of 
inducing the enemy to come to close 
quarters. The native distress has been 
alleviated, many of theui are slipping 
through, the Boer lines. The men of 
the garrison forego the sugar ration 
for the benefit of women and children. 
After the bombardment of April 24 all 
was comparatively quiet."

The 
Vet river has been crossed in several 
places where the Boers held the op- 
posite banks. 


The Eoers are everywhere retiring 


before the British, except on the Natal 
frontier and at Mafeking, to the inner 
circle of their defenses. They appear 
determined not to fight until the Kroon- 
stad hills are reached. 


Lord Roberts is expected to do another 


fO or 50 miles and then to wait for a 
time in order to bring |ip supplies and to 
repair the railway. There are one or 
tv/o hints in the dispatches from the 
front that he may rest for a few days at 
Smaldeel. 


General French's 10,000 cavalry have 


not been mentioned in the official or un- 
official dispatches for four days. It is 
by no means likely that he is idle; and 
the conjecture is that he is either de- 
touring toward Kroonstad or raiding 
the Ladybrand district. 


Fifteen thousand British ars now

Charge of Embezzlement 


of $36,000 .' 


Hew York, May 8.—Charle* P. W. 


Neely. ex-treasurer of the postofflce de- 
partment In Cuba, who left that Wand 
a week ago last Saturday. WM »rre«te<J 
at Rochester by Chief of Detectives 
Hayden. charged with embezzlement 
from the governnrwt of $36,000, »nd was 
brought here yesterday. In his posses- 
sion was found J6502 in cash and securi- 
ties and collateral of various natures, 
possibly the rem*tn«Ur of the missing 
136,000. 
Neely w«* arralcned before Commls- 


doner ShieMs, who tield him In $20,000 
bail for examination. 
The complaint, 


•which was made by Po«t»fnoe Inspector 
Kins, charged that on April 28 tthe 
prisoner had emb«iled at Havana $88,- 
000 of the funds belonging to the post- 
office department, and again on May 3 
he had secreted the money and had fled 
from Cuba. 
Late In the afternoon Neely secured the j 


Wjulred J20.WO ball, »nd was released. 
. 


A Havana dispatch says: The pa-peri 


asking for Neely's extradition left for 
the United States yesterday afternoon. 
It ta underwtood that the Fidelity De- 
posit company of Maryland is on his 
bond for JSO.W. The announcement of 
the arrest has given the first public in- 
timation that alleged frauds had been 
discovered in the postal 
department. 


Colonel Burton bad been Investfeatln* i 
for 10 days; and he found matters In 
•uch a serious condition that he decided 
to make an immediate personal report 
on the subject to th» Washington au- 
thorities. 
It it asserted OB re-liable authority 


that since July of ls«t year the govern- 
ment has been defrauded monthly of 
more than $18,000 on stamped paper 
alone. The culprit or culprits are be- 
lieved la have received $88,000, and to 
have accounted for only $10,000. Dur- 
ing the last four months It is said that 
Neely's shortage in the aggregate has 
not fallen btiow $36,000, and that prior 
to the beginning of this year the average 
was much higher. 


For a lon« time Neely lived extrava- 


gantly, lunching and dining at two of 
the most expensive restaurants in Ha- 
vana, It is said that on one occasion he 
perchased specially made underwear at 
530 a suit. It is not believed* however, 
that he is alone responsible, the theory 
being that, unless others have been act- 
ing In conspiracy with him, he could not 
have concealed his shortage for so long 
a period. As yet there is not evidence 
enough to justify other arrests. 


Is an Indiana Man. 


Washington, May?.—Charles F. Neely, 


who has been arrested at Rochester, 
charged with embezzling $36,000 of pos- 
tal Cuban funds, -was appointed from 
Indiana as chief of the finance division 
In Cuba. He has held no other position 
under 
the government.

Deadlock In Granite Yards. 


Westerly, H. I., May 8.—There is a

Grass.—Despite the cool weather grass

All young 
stock and sheep are on pasture which, 
however, is deficient, except on marsh 
lands.

changed. Little perceptible damage has 
resulted from the frosts. Some varie- 
ties of fruit have bloomed in Massa- 
chusetts, though 
neither plum nor 


cherry buds have opened yet in Ver- 
mont. Caterpillars am hatching out on 
apple trees in some orchards. 


Vegetables.—Only the earliest vege- 


tables have been planted in the north- 
ern districts. Three-fourths of the po- 
tato crop has been planted in Connecti- 
cut, ami many fields have sprouted. 
Asparagus is being cut as far north as 
New Hampshire.

V. ittemoie says the hieroglyphics had 
been cat with a sharp instrument in the 
snrf aoe of the hard basaltic rock They 
cover the face of the bluff for a distanct 
of about three; miles and consist of pic- 
tures of Indians with bows, arrows and 
spears, besides deer, antelope, dogs and 
wolves, geese, ducks, swans and reptilei 
of various kinds. Intermingled with thesa 
animals are characters which, of course, 
he oonld not decipher. He Bays that the 
execution of the pictures was very good, 
and he is satisfied tbat it could not 
have been the work of ordinary Indians. 
Thioughout*the entire distance the char- 
acters and pictures are in rows. 


The Indians of the vicinity have no 


knowledge of the meaning of the hiero- 
glyphics or of the people who ages ago 
chiseled them on the surface of the 
rocks. From'the description given, the 
picture writing bears a close resem 
blance to that found in Mexico and Cen- 
tral America. If tbie supposition is true, 
a careftil study might reveal to the 
archaeologist some insight into the origin 
or wanderings of a dead-sad forgotten 
civilization.—Cor.

A STREET-CAB IN01DBNT 


A Milwaukee judge has a soft spot 'n 


his judicial bosom for that patient and 
abused individual who must stand up 
in a street car or walk. A man who 
had hung himself up. by a strap, con- 
tent to allow the more favored of his 
kind to enjoy their ease in seats and 
Incidentally to make a slight contribu- 
tion to a poor but deserving corpora- 
tion, was ordered by the person known 
as the conductor to move forward and 
refused. He objected to take himself 
clown from the strap, p'ck himself up 
from the floor and hang himself up and 
set himself down as often as that con- 
ductor saw fit to order. The conductor, 
astonished at the man arrogating to 
himself any right whatever In such a 
thing as a street car, deposited him on 
the street, gently or not has not been 
stated. That very unusual affair called 
a law suit resulted and the judge who 
tried the case proved himself to be an 
anarchist of the reddest blood. He 
actually decided that a passenger on a 
street car, so long as he did not block 
the car doorway, had as much right to 
the place of semi-suspension he se- 
lected as the passenger who arrived 
earlier had to the seat he selected, and 
that it was not within the right of the 
servant of the poor but deserving cor- 
poration to order him about. Milwau- 
kee inventors instantly set themselves 
the task of devising a passenger-pack- 
ing arrangement to operate overhead 
and occupy no space whatever, by 
means of which a passenger may be 
hooked in and hooked out without more 
inconvenience to his fellow 
sufferers 


than a blow on the head and the ruin 
of a hat by a pair of rapidly arriving 
or departing heels. The idea of more 
room for persons sentenced by circum- 
stances to ride on street cars has been 
abandoned, positively, by inventors, 
corporations and the public alike. 


a 8VJBJRI. ROAD 


Pearson's magazine for May contains 


an article on "Good Roads" ihat has 
attracted a good deal of attention 
though the subject is one that has 
been treated in inexhaustible volumes. 
The article treats very fully of what 
the government is doing in a mission- 
ary way in the matter of road making 
and, also, some important experiments 
the government has conducted. One 
of these experiments 
belong to the 


advanced order of thinge, no doubt, but 
is deeply Interesting. It is described: 


"Another part of this government 


movement, is that of advocating the 
building of steel-track wagon roads, 
which is an entirely new scheme, but 
which has proved a wonderful highway 
idea. Briefly, it is -a. system of laying 
wide steel raus upon ordinary highways. 
The road thus laid consists of two par- 
allel lines of steel plates or rails, eight 
inches wide, laid at a sufficient dis- 
tance apart to receive the wheels of all 
vehicles of standard guage. These 
plates, or tracks, have a slightly up- 
ward projecting flange on the inner 
edge, so as to prevent the wheels of or- 
dinary vehicle® from easily leaving the 
track.. At the same time the flanges, 
being only one-half inch high, are not 
of a rise sufficient to prevent vehicles 
from leaving the track for the purpose 
of passing other vehicles whenever the 
driver so desires. These steel tracks 
are not supported by wooden cross-ties 
or longitudinal stringers of any kind, 
but are made solid in the road by flan- 
ges projecting both downward and out- 
ward, which are imbedded in the con- 
crete of the roadbed. One of the ex- 
periments made by the government 
consisted of having a heavy load of 
eleven tons drawn by twenty horses 
over a common road, which lay along- 
side the steel track road, and then hav- 
ing the same load drawn by one horse 
on the steel track road. This load was 
twenty-two times the weight of the 
animal, and was easily moved with 
light harness. The lojd could have 
been increased up to fifty times the 
•weight of the animal, and still be start- 
ed and moved without difficulty." 


In the last analysis the steel-track 


road would be reduced to little more 
than a question of durability. To get 
'iU advantages in tbe case of hauling 


the wheels should never leave th. | »• ***"•" v*lle* «««»•>«« *> «»• 
track, and to make possible a condl- | 
tlon admitting of that the road would 
need to be all steel almost. A load once 
off the track and on common road 
could never be replaced on the track 
with anything like tha hauling power 
needed to easily move It on the steel 
bed. A track to the right and one to 
the left would be feasible only, and 
that would mean as much In expense 
probably as a good road. It would 
mean also four banks and two canals, 
for the pathway of the hauling ani- 
mals would soon wear to a condition 
needing a pontoon bridge, 


BIOST USEFUL PROGRESS 


Industrial North Adams Is always 


interested in a forward 
industrial 


movement, and is particularly interest- 
ed when a North Adams man is prom- 
inently concerned. We have already 
spoken of the duties of Peter Oulm<ui 
of this city who is secretary-treasurer 
of the national union of textile workers 
of America and is at present in Augus- 
ta, Ga., attending the national conven- 
tion of his organization. Today we ask 
attention for part of Mr. Oulman's 
report: 
"In the past year, while large gains 
have been made in the eastern and mid- 
dle states, yet our greatest gains come 
from the south, and in particular North 
and South Carolina, Georgia and Ala- 
bama, where with the aid of the Amer- 
ican Federation of labor, we have per- 
suaded the legislatures of those states 
to taJcft up for consideration the ques- 
tion of factory legislation in the inter- 
est of the factory operatives, and in the 
coming elections for members of the 
legislature 
in 
these 
several 


states, the main issue of the campaign 
is "Factory legislation." 
Our people 


have not only the active support of the 
women's clubs, but also a large num- 
ber of the clergy of that section of our 
country." 


The value of this intelligence to New 


England is hard to estimate, but be- 
yond question it is of great importance. 
Recent years have seen the cotton in- 
dustry show a decided tendency to 
move south, or, rather, to spring up in 
the south instead of to develop in the 
north-east. It is a question of business 
with the manufacturers, and, while it 
Is said that the manufacturing of cot- 
ton products naturally 
goes to the 


place where cotton grows, It is well 
understood that the element deciding 
cotton manufacturing to expand in the 
south is the element of wages and the 
hours of employment of labor. It is 
notorious that the moet deplorable con- 
dition of textile operatives is found in 
the south, where, in some places, the 
wages are down to the starvation 
point, where the hours of employment 
make free labor akin to slavery and 
where the social condition of the opera- 
tives is at as low a lervel as permitted 
in all the United States. 


The labor in the north has recognized 


this to be its powerful and insidious 
enemy. It tends to reduce the wages 
of New England and to close New Eng- 
land mills that must market uieir pro- 
duct in competition with the product of 
the southern mills. Hence the forward 
movement of the textile workers in the 
south. While there is yet much to do 
in the north-east in the way of equal- 
izing the hours and price of labor In 
the textile industry this movement in 
the south must be most favorably re- 
garded 


Industrial commissions may sit and 


take voluminous testimony and ex- 
pound learnedly as to ways and means 
of Industrial improvement, but it can- 
not be said that they do more for in- 
dustrial •advancement than such quiet, 
persistent work as is set forth in the 
report by Mr. Oulman.

the feature of registration of letter* 
by carriers while on their routs*. No* 
tice has been raoetved that the tvarw 
system will b« put In operation at the 
local office on May 15. 


For the present thea vatem will be 


confined to the purely residential dis- 
tricts in this city, excluding, even In 
them, business houses, and watrona 
T/ho 3.3 a rule, will have many letters 
for registration at one time. The busi- 
ness houses and all others In a resi- 
dential district will, however, be In- 
cluded Ira the service as soon as DOS- 
alhto; and extensions will, of course, 
be made as soon as the conditions will 
permit, until the whole field, as nearly 
aa practicable, Is covered. 


Carriers are required to be careful, 


cou'-fceous and atenitive at all times, 
ana 
encourage the registration of 


value rfe letters. 


Oamrlers are Infrtructted that they 


are to spend no more time In the re- 
gistration of a letter than is abso- 
lutely necessary to write the receipt 
and promptly dWivea?4t. While they 
are required to be always courteous 
and respectful to patrons, they are 
positively forbidden to <engage in dls- 
cusslon. A glance will tell If a letter 
Is properly prepared far registration. 
If It be,, the carrier will write the re- 
ceipt; if not; he will simply decline it, 
and hand out a oarti of iwfcrmatlon 
which will explain Ms refusal. 


Carrlera will not b& blamed if re- 


gistered letters are held at the post- 
office on account of-lneumdent postage 
or Improper acMresa 
The following 


from the intructlona to carriers will 
be of interest: 


Carriers will accept letters for re- 


gistration when making delivery, or if 
hailed for that purpose when passing. 


Delays causing overtime must be 


avoided. 


Carriers are not to enter into discus- 


sions or explanations with patrons. The 
card of information makes it unneces- 
sary. 


Carriers must be careful to see that 


every letter accepted for registration 
bears name and address of sender. 
Name of person for whom it Is Intend- 
ed, with postomce and state of destina- 
tion. That it is inclosed in a sealed 
envelope strong enough to safely carry 
contents. That either stanrDS enough 
to fully prepay postage and registry 
fee are attached^ or that the exact 
sum of money to b,uy them is handed 
to them. Carriers mar estimate as 
best they can the amount required for 
postage. Domestic postage on letters 
Is two cents for each, ounce or fraction 
therof. Foreign postage 
1om letters Is 


five cents for each naif ounce or frac- 
tion thereof. The registry fee Is always 
eight cents for each letter, in addition 
to postage. Cawrters will transact all 
business with patrons quietly, quickly 
and correctly.

The ooct of the whole 
journey from the English to the Scotch 
capital JR £50. 


The average coat el numlaff • train 


in England ii 2s. ?& par milt, ao that, 
the fare being reckoned «t tt. ff* mile, 
a train with Jew than 81 fMripgara for 
each mile is ran a* a hm Than are 
few trains, however, feat do not oarry 
more than this nmnfeer of passengers, 
and many of them carry the number 
doubled many time* over. It it neces- 
sary frequently to ran trains that do not 
pay— usually in thinly inhabited coun- 
try districts — bat far overstrain run at 
a lam probably 100 are run «t an enor- 
mous profit 


Take, for instance, the Journey from 


London to Edinburgh, which costs the 
railway company £60. The average 
number of "through" passengers in 
these traini ia probably 90, in which 
ease the total fan* would be nearly 
£100— a clear gain of nearly £60. When 
it Is remembered that fhea* trains run 
several times a day, and every day in 
the year, it will be understood what an 
enormous revenue a single line yields in 
the course of 18 months. Supposing the 
average number of paaaengen to be 60, 
the midnight train from London to Ed- 
inburgh yields over £30,000 for divi- 
dend in a year! 


The longest railway journey in the 


United Kingdom would probably be 
from Penaance, in Cornwall, to Thnrao, 
in the north of Scotland, a distance of 
over 1,000 miles. A train running be- 
tween theee two places would exhtwurt 
an ordinary olerk'a salary for a whole 
year, the ooat being no leas than £138.

City Council Votes to Join 


Street Railway Company 


in Beaver 


A 6IFT OKAND OFFERED 


TO CAMP ON 6REYLOCK 


Gallup and Houghttn to Enable the 


Widening of Boaver Street With. 


out Exponto to City. Bridges 


to Cott $1800 


new bridges wltt be built in the 


Beaver this summer, by the city and 
the street railway company together. 
The cost will be $18,000 for the two. and 
the street railway company will pay 
one third, or $6000, while the city will 
pay $12,000. 


The offer of the street railway com- 


pany to pay one third if the city built 
the bridges this year, was made at the 
regular May meeting of the council 
last week. The council's acceptance 
of the offer was made at an adjourned 
meeting last evendnff. 


There were present all the council- 


men except Amadou, Bracewell, Cras- 
well, Mignault and Perry. A commu- 
nication was read from Mayor Wilkin- 
son recommending the borrowing of 
$12,000 with which to build the bridges. 
This was followed by a report from 
the committees on streets and finance, 
which together considered the matter. 


This report, given by Chairman Elce 


of the committee on streets, said that 
the condition of the present Beaver 
bridges was far from satisfactory, and 
that the committee believed it was 
unwise and not for the beat interests 
of the city t« have the street railway 
company build separate bridges. They 
therefore recommended that the coun- 
cil vote to accept the street railway 
company's offer, the tracks of the ex- 
tension to be located in the middle of 
bridges to be built by the city, and in 
the middle of the highway. 


In order to make the high-way broad 


enough to allow the islaol-ijf of the 
tracka in the middle of itt the commit- 
tee announced that Houghton 
and 


Gallup had promised to give the citr 
free of charge what land was neces- 
sary on either side of the street. This 
will enable the tracks to be laid in tiw 
middle of the street and still leave a 
wide enough roadway tor teams on 
each side. 


The widening of the street in this 


way will cut off something from the 
dooryaraa along Beaver street, and 
may be made on one or both sides of 
the street. It will mean a gift to the 
city of a strip of land several feet in 
width running beside che road for 
some distance. 


When the question on this rencirt 


was 
moved, Councilman Hastings 


asked several auestions before he waa 
ready to vote favorablv. He said he 
was not opposed to progress, but he 
thought the city was already pretty 
well in debt, and he wanted to know 
how it was planned to borrow the 
money. 
He spoke of the bad condi- 


tion of the Eagle street bridge, which 
was even worse than the financial 
condition of the city, and said that 
this bridge must be looked to some 
time. The street railway mignt want 
to run over this bridge also, since the 
time was coming when an extension of 
the street car tracks along 
River 


nt-"rt would be called for. In view 
of the rresent condition of the city's 
u«Li, Le \\anied to know esoecially 
how we could borrow the 
amount 


needed. 


The chair explained tnat there was 


no probability that the amount voted 
would have to be actually borrowed 
until late in the fall vi lien the bridges 
\\ere completed, hut that it waa ne- 
cessaiv to vote the amount lefore the 
bridges were begun. By the time it 
becomps necessarv to borrow money 
to pay for the bridges, enough of this 
year" .5 payment on the present debt 
will have been. made so that the debt 
limit will not be exceeded by the bridge 
loan. 


Councilman Hastings then wanted 


to know who had fixed the proportion 
of one third that the street railwav 
company was to pay, and why thev 
shouldn't pay more or less. President 
Whitaker answered that this was the 
amount they had paid for the Main 
street bridge, and thaf it was what 
had been settled on as just and equit- 
able in many other cities. For him- 
self, he thought that "the company was 
doing all and more than it could be 
called on to do. 


Councilman Dennett then asked that 


the names of the members o< the two 
committees which reported on the mat- 
ter be read, which was done. A vote 
was then taken, and ail the council- 
men voted in favor of the order. The 
$12,000 is to be paid in 10 annual install- 
ments, beginning in 1901. 


An interesting minor Hem of busi- 


ness was the granting of r/ermission 
to the American telephone company 
to locate poles in this city. This com- 
pany is connecting its trunk line from 
Boston to this city with its trunk line 
from this city to New York, as ex- 
plained! last week. It was noticeable 
that in the order granting1 the j»ermis- 
sion, it was specified that the electric 
light company was* to be given per- 
mission to use some of the telephone

DEAD FIVE MONTHS 


Body of Unkown Man Found 


Near Cheshire Reservoir 


by Tramp 


HAD BEEN STRUCK BY TRAIN 


Knocked From B. and A. Track Into 


Water, Probably Tramp Who Wat 


Under the Influence of .Liquor 


and the New York Journal 


The body of an unknown man was 


found 
yesterday afternoon 
in the 


water east of the B. and A. tracks and 
Cheshire reservoir, a short distance be- 
low Farnum's crossing. The body had 
evidently been in the water since last 
winter, probably since December 5, and 
was badly decomposed. 


Medical Examiner O. J. Brown of this 


city was summoned as soon as the 
body was found, and went down to in- 
vestigate. He drew the body from the 
water where it was first seen and ex- 
amined it carefully. 
In his opinion, 


the man was walking on the railroad 
tracks, when he was struck t>y a train, 
and knocked into the water. The body 
was then caught under the ice, and 
kept under water until spring. 


The body •was first seen floating about 


<iu teet f-om the shore. At that point 
the tracks of the local branch of the 
Boston and Albany run, close to the 
water's edge. The discovery was made 
by a tramp who was walking the 
tracks. He called the attention of 
some men who were driving toward 
Farnum's to the body, and they noti- 
fied Arthur Belcher of Farnum's, who 
at once notified • the authorities. The 
place where the body was found was at 
the eight mile post on the railroad 
from Pittsfield. 


The tracks curve at that place, and 


the water is quite deep. When found 
there was a half pint bottle of whiskey, 
nearly empty, in the man's clothing, 
and it is probable that he was under 
the influence of the liquor when he was 
struck by the train as it rounded the 
curve. 


No clue could be found as to the 


man's identity. A copy of the New 
York Journal of the date of December 
4 was found in his pocket. This led to 
the belief that the accident occurred 
either that day or the day following. 


The man was middle aged, about 5 


feet 10 inches in height, and probably 
weighed 150 pounds. He wore an Irish 
frieze short overcoat, sack coat and 
vest of the same material, cardigan 
jacket, colored cotton shirt, and red 
flannel undershirt. The trousers were 
of, dark material, and he wore con- 
gress shoes in good condition. One 
overshoe was on when the body was 
found. The clothing was in fair condi- 
tion, but the underclothing was some- 
what torn. Aside from the newspaper 
and the whiskey bottle, there was only 
four cents, a dime, three handkerchiefs 
and a tobacco pouch in the pockets. 


On the back of the right hand there 


was a star tattooed in India ink, and 
on the back of the left hand an anchor. 
As nearly as could be determined, in 
the decomposed state of the body, the 
eyes were brown. The man wore a 
black moustache, with a few gray hairs, 
but was otherwise clean shaven. He 
was ppjarently a fairly good looking 
man. Ihe lower teeth were irregular, 
but the teeth were in good condition, 
T^e two upper molars were missing. 


The only bruise on the body was on 


the foiehead, about three inches above 
the right eye. There was nothing that 
indicated foul play, and no autopsy was 
held. It was the general opinion that 
the man was a tramp, as no one has 
been reported as missing from this sec- 
tion who answers the description of the 
mar. 


The Cheshire selectmen took charge 


of the body and had it placed in the 
tomb. The body will be held for 48 
hours for possible identification, and if 
not identified by that time will be 
buried.
